The  work  of  prefierviog  fresh  A»h  iqr 
freezing  them  baa  lately  become  almost  a 
trade  in  it*elf,  find  the  majority  of  the  targe 
dealers  in  fish  *re  interested  in  it  Th©  e*- 
tublishineuts  chosen  for  espying  on  the 
work  are  on  Front  and  D*y  eta.,  the  princi¬ 
pal  ooe  being  on  tha  former  street,  and  t«e 
greater  portioft  of  the  lubor  t*  performed  in 
the  early  morning  l>efore  most  people  sr*» 
out  of  their  beds.  A  reporter  of  Th«  Tribune 
vieited  the  freexing  h<m*es  lately  and 
watched  the  progress  of  the  work  of  freez¬ 
ing  fish  for  Winter  use.  On  the  morning 
in  question  the  finest  kh1ux>u  were  selected 
from  n  supply  that  had  jnst  arrived,  and  the 
fish  were  removed  promptly  from  the  vessels 
to  the  house  in  question,  where  eitch  fish 
was  cleaned  and  then  prepared  for  freezing.

Professor  Tyn¬ 
dall,  has  delivered  an  address  upon  the  re¬ 
lations  of  Science  and  Religion  which  will 
probably  Attract  even  more  attention  than 
Bid  his  fafDous  ‘*prayef*tPst.M  The  address 
Mill  derive  ft*  significance  not  only  from 
Ibe  face  of  its  being  the  utterance  of  Profes- 
ior  Tyndall,  but  becatwe  it  was  deJivered  be¬ 
fore  the  British  Association  for  the  Advance¬ 
ment  of  Bcitmre,  the  first  learned  society  of 
the  world,  and  an  authority  which  no  one 
will  dispute.  The  assertion  from  such  a 
source  and  with  such  a  reference,  that  re¬ 
ligion  must  make  way  for  science  will  cer¬ 
tainly  create  a  profound  impression  in

boxes.  The  walls  are  made  of  zinc,  each

tween  the' two  walls.  A  number  o/foblong 
slits  in  the  inner  wall  allow  tha  air  fron^ 
these  spaces  to  pass  into  the  iunar  chamber 
in  which  the  fish  are  stored.  In  the  roof  of 
the  freezer  (or  floor  of  the  second  story), 
are  about  forty  oblong  holes.  12  inches  long 
by  four  inches  broad,  through  which  ice  and 
rock  salt,  ground  together  in  a  mill,  can  be 
poured  until  the  spaces  between  the  walls 
are  filled.  These^lioles  are  so  constructed 
that  one  or  more  apartments  may  be  kept 
under  the  influence  of  the  freezing  mixture, 
without  having  to  waste  material  on  unoc¬ 
cupied  chambers.  During  the  season,  how¬ 
ever,  six  chambers  are  generally  required, 
over  100,000  pounds  of  fish,  mostly  salmon 
or  some  other  equally  expensive  fish  being 
stored  in  a  frozeu  state.  To  keep  these 
apuitmcuts  at  the  proper  temperature,  over 
a  tou  and  a  quarter  of  ice  and  from  12  to  14 
bushels  of  salt  are  used  daily.
